Subject :—Export Policy of Live Buffaloes ana 
Live Sheep and Goat (Adult)—conditions 
regarding. 

F. No. 34(2)184-E-II.—Attention is invited to 
export policy of Live Buffaloes and Live Sheep 
(Adult) as indicated against S. No. 2 and 3 of the 
Policy Statement at page of 8 of Import and Export 
Policy April, 1984—March, 1985 (Vol. II). 

2. In order to ensure that only healthy animals 
are exported it has been decided that Live Sheep 
(Adult) and Life Buffaloes before actual export, will 
be kept in Quarantine for a maximum p tried of 
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21 days during which period the animals will be 
subjected to inspection and vaccination. Durr#; this 
period Live Sheep will be vaccinated for Rim*'pest, 
Foot and Mouth disease and Sheep pox. Siillarly, 
buffaloes will be vaccinated for Rinderpest, Foot and 
Mouth disease and will also be tested for Tuberculo¬ 
sis and Brucellosis. 

3. The following procedure '-'ill be followed for 
export cf Live B’ufi’C::.?, and Sheep (Adult) :— 

(i) Expor; of Live Buffaloes and Sir. :p (Adult) 

shall be allowed from Bombay and Koodla 
p or is oniy. 

(ii) The Quarantine would be done under the 

overall supervision of Government of India. 
The Director of Animal Husbandry, M.. ha- 
rash tra or any other officer autbcFsed on 
his beh ;,1 f for Li"- Buff does and Sheep 
(Adult) intended ro be exported from 
Bombay, and the Director of Animal Hus¬ 
bandry, Gujarat or any other officer au¬ 
thorised on his behalf for Live Buffaloes 
and Sheep (Adult) to be exported from 
Kandlj port respectively are authorised to 
issue a certificate on be hah' o c Government 
of India in respect of quarantine, before 
export cf live animals is allowed. Director, 
Department of Sheep and Wocl. Rajasthan, 
would issue certificate in respect of sheep 
put up in quarantine within the 'State of 
Rajasthan. 

(iii) The exporters interested to export Live 
Buffaloes and Sheep (Adult) would offer 
premises for purpose of quarantine. The 
premises would be inspected by the State 
Direc ors of Animal Husbandly and Veteri¬ 
nary Service for the purpose of infrastruc¬ 
ture facilities and after examination of the 
premises, the same will be declared as ap¬ 
proved quarantine stations for the purpose 
of undertaking quarantine prior to export. 

(iv) All animals subjected to quarantine would 
be identified by ‘Ear Tag’. The number of 
‘Ear Tag’ shall be mentioned in the certi¬ 
ficate of the quarantine issued by the certi¬ 
fying authority. 

(v) The exporters would pay the cost of the Ear 

Tags and vaccines used for the vaccination 
of the ;.r,i;n: L. 

4. Export of Live Goats (Adult) shall continue to 
be atiorved without any quarantine and vaccination 
formalities, and would be subjected to genera] Veteri¬ 
nary Inspection and certification as hitherto.
